Our National Thanksgiving 
—_—. / 

By proclamation of the Governor-General in Council, Monday, Octo- 
ber 18, has been declared to besa day of national thanksgiving in Canada, 
and all classes of the Canadian people are asked to observe it as such. 

There are many good and substantial reasons why the people of this 
Dominion should observe Thanksgiving Day this year, not merely as a 
holiday, but in a deep and reverent spirit of thanksgiving. 

A kindly Providence has blessed the labors of our husbandmen“with 
a bountiful harvest, not, perhaps, one of those bumper crops*which come 
once in a while, but a better crop than has been reaped in the West for 
some years past, Unlike the past two or three years, there are no exten- 
sive areas of the Prairie Provinces which have suffered a crop failure this 
year. While costs of production have remained high) world conditions are 
such as to guarantee a good price for Western Canada’s grain crop. 

Coupled with aisatisfactory return from our fields, business conditions 
throughout Canada have continued uniformly good during the year. Our 
factories have been busy, there has been a marked revival in building oper? 
ations: work has been plentiful and wages high. In ‘fact the only check 
to development in Canada this year has been occasioned by inability to 
secure supplies and materials in sufficient quantities to meet all demands. 

Compared with other countries, Canada has been remarkably free-from 
industrial turmoil and strife this year. Labor troubles, culminating in 
strikes, have been few in number, and those which have taken place have 
been settled generally in an amicable way, and there has not been those 
great upheavels which last year caused enormous loss and suffering and at 
one time seemed to threaten the continuance of responsible constitutional 
government in this country. Both Labor and Capital have met their re- 
sponsibilities to each other, and to the country at large, in a manner 
worthy of praise and deserving of the commendation of all people. Both 
have benefitted and Canada has prospered. Canadians have good reason 
to be thankful over such a situation. ; ‘ 

During 1920, too, Canada has been temarkably free from serious epi- 
demics of disease and no great disasters have occurred, bringing loss, and 
sorrow and death to whole communities. This is indeed & cause for thank- 
fulness. 

The unrest which pervaded all ranks of society following the close of 
the war still affects our people, but it is more and more finding its mani- 
festation in desires, plans and movements designed to bring about bétter 
conditions of living, of health, a higher standard of education and a more 
general provision that all people shall enjoy some of the best things in 
life. There is in evidence an impatience with conditions hich made for 
evil and suffering in the past and a very widespread determination for a 
better standard of living for all:. Such a feeling is a cause for national 
thanksgiving because it must inevitably result in finer national ideals and 
important reforms, 

Canada bore itself nobly in the war. It was a time for sacrifice and 
service and the Canadian pcople did their full duty, and have reason to 
be proud of the part their Dominion took in that great crusade for human 
liberty. Equally, have our people a-right to congratulate themselves upon 
the comparative ease and™success with which the Dominion has reverted 
to a peace basis and has re-absorbed its soldiers and war workers into 
civilian life without any serious trouble, 
cere thanksgiving. p 

But if a contemplation of conditions at home is not a sufficient cause 
for thanksgiving, it is only necessary that Canadians should consider for a 
moment present conditions existing in a large part of Europe and Asia, 
where a state of war still prevails, where disease and famine stalk through 
the land, where countless thousands of people are suffering and dying 
through lack of the bare necessities of life, and where orphan children in 
their tens of thousands are merely existing without hardly a ray of hope 
for the future. Viewing conditions in Canada today in the light of con- 
ditions in so many European countries, Canadians may well rejoice that 
their lot has been cast in this Dominion. They may well rejoice and 
thank God that Canada is their home. And their thanksgiving may well 
take a practical turn in the form of helping, to the extent that they are 
able, to alleviate the suffering of others,

Getting A Stand of Alfalfa 


— 
Soil Should be Made as Smooth as 
Possible. 

The methods of sowing alfalfa vary 
with the location and climate. In 
the arid districts it is a simple mattgr. 
The land is usually ploughed in silly 
spring, worked down to a good seed 
bed, and the seed is sown alone in 
middle spring time. A crop is often 
secured the first year, although the 
plants are not at their best until the 
third year, \ 

The amount of seed to the acre 
varies from ‘four to thirty pounds. 
The smaller amount is generally 
grown for the production of seed, as 
it seeds better not to be thick. It 
has been calculated that there are 14,- 
448,000 seeds in a bushels of alfalfa 
seed. Therefore, to sow half a bus- 
hel to the acre would put 166 seeds to 
the square foot. To sow fifteen 
pounds would put 83 sceds. It is 
evident that it is more essential to 
have good seed and good distribution 
of it than to use a great amount of 
seed. About twelve to sixteen plants 
to the square foot are all that will 
ever stand, and on rich soil, they will 


not long cndure even that much 
crowding. 

Weeds often come up to crowd the 
young alfalfa... To. destroy these 


weeds the field should be mown as 
close to the ground as possible. There 
May come a yellowish rust which at- 
tacks the leaves, but it is very uncom- 
mon. To destroy this cut close with 
a mower. When preparing soil for 
alfalfa, leavé as smooth as possible 
so that it all can be securely mowed. 
—M. Wilcox, Camrose, Alta.

The usual, popular, melodrama, co- 
mic supplement, moving picture con- 
ception of the farmer and of country 
people must be forgotten. It is 
essentially and perniciously — false, 
The farmer is something of a humor- 
ist, and takes delight in deccivine 
the simple-minded by a somewhat ur 

finished exterior, The city-bred per 

son makes the fatal mistake of judg- 
ing by outside appearances. To the 
city-trained cye there are two classes 
of persons, one wearing overalls and 
the other wearing white collars, The 
former class work with their hands. 
The latter class ‘work with their 
brains. That is the superficial judg- 
ment, which ignores the fact that 
there is a very great deal of clear, 
hard thinking done to-day by the men 
wearing overalls. At any rate the 
farmer belongs to both classes. The 
more he understands of those dis- 
coveries, which it is the business of 
the agricultural college to make, the 
more he absorbs the teaching which 
it is the business of the college to 
spread abroad, the better farmer will 
he be. In order that the teacher 
may acquire the. insight to find the 
real farmer in the puzzle, it is neces- 
sary to realize how large are the in- 
tellectual demands which his  occu- 
pation and his business make upon 
the farmer of the present day. With 
this realization comes a new respect 
and admiration for farming and 
farmers. That is the first step to- 
ward the right point of view. 

The second discovery the under- 
standing teacher will make is that 
farm work and country life are in- 
teresting. I do not mean interesting 
as a novelty and a casual spectacle 
to the visitor. I mean interesting 
to one doing the work and living the 
life. There is nothing that more 
clearly distinguishes one person from 
another than the quality of things 
that interest the mind and please the 
fancy, “Tell me what you like,” 
says Ruskin “and I will tell you what 
you are.” Of course, it may mean 
nothing to some persons to be told 
that country life is interesting. They 
simply do not believe you, or, more 
correctly perhaps, do not understand 
you. It is the case of Abraham Lin- 
coln’s alleged endorsement of a 
doubtful show. “For those who like 
that kind of thing, it is just the kind 
of thing they like.” With respect to 
farm work and country life, one may 
put the case variously thus: to right- 
ly trained and educatéd people, farm

work and country life are interesting; 
or, it is entirely worth while so to 
cultivate one’s tastes and desires as 
to be interested in country life, That 
farm work furnishes’ abundant ma- 
terial with which to interest the 
trained mind is undoubted, It is 
monotonous only to the dull and the 
uneducated. No kind of every day 
xpericnce affords greater variety 
han farm experience. 

Tf we wish to indicate two distinct 
types of mind that are interested in 
quite contrary types of things, we 
may describe them as city-minded 
and rural-minded. The city-minded 
person demands _ the thronging 
crowds, the high lights of the streets, 
the unusual, the spectacular, the sen- 
sational. These are his marvels. The 
rural-minded person finds his mar- 
vels in the commonplace, in the 
things that happen every day—the 
rising and the setting of the sun, the 
shifting forms of clouds, the wonders 
of generation and birth-and growth; 
the control o£ natural processes by 
human intelligence and skill, Farm 
life may be relatively unprofitable and 
arduous and therefore uninviting to 
those why seek ease or large profits. 
But it is interesting. This also the 
teacher who wishes to. fit into the 
country picture must learn. To learn 
it, there must be developed “The dis- 
ciplined habit to see.” 

For a full generation _the national 
life in Canada, in its thinking and 
its aims, has been marked by the 
growing influence of the towns and 
cities. Rural values have diminish- 
ed, rural mindedness has been scorn- 
ed. So much is this so, that rural 
values are not accepted even in the 
country, and people living in the 
country have become too much in- 
clined to accept and adopt city stan- 
dards in all things. That the change 
has been for the good of the nation, 
no true patriot will claim, Industry, 
thrift, prudence, intelligence, _re- 
sourcefulness, sanity of judgment and 
steadiness of conviction are qualities 
of character essential at all times to 
the well-being of the nation, and par- 
ticularly needed now. ‘These quali- 
ties are best produced under the con- 
ditions of country life. But so‘great- 
ly has the town: influence increased, 
that only the shrewdest and clearest- 
sighted of country people have not 
bowed the knee to Baal. What one 
needs is respect for and faith in one’s 
occupation, and satisfaction in one’s 
way of living. Let the teachers find 
this point of view towards the farm 
and country, and become to the coun- 
try schools worthy apostles of a 
worthy gospel.—Extract from article 
by J. B. Reynolds, M.A., President 
Ontario Agricultural College.

Natural Resources of Province Are 
Beyond Conception, i 

That the second largest city in 
Manitoba will emerge from the wil- 
derness in the northern part of the 
province when the vast natural re- 
sources of the hinterland are devel- 
oped, was the prediction of Mayor 
Charles F. Gray upon his return from 
a trip north with the Manitoba Leg- 
islature party, 

The Flin Flon, he said, would be 
the greatest copper mine in the 
world. A stampede to the district 
is inevitable, he added, 

“It makes the brain reel when one 
sees the possibilities there in  tim- 
ber, pulpwood, fish, water power, 
copper, lead, sulphide and precious 
metals, such as gold, silver, radium 
and tungsten, north of ‘537” he 
said. “The mining possibilities in 
that district will create one of the 
most lucrative mining fields the 
world has ever seen.” 

The people of Manitoba, he de- 
clared, have no~ conception of the 
untapped resources of the province. 
The Flin .Flon mine has ore in 
sight worth $180,000.00, The dia- 
mond drilling in the mine so far has 
shown the vein to be 300 feet wide, 
2,500 feet long and 900 feet (deep, 
and the end of its possibilities is 
not known, concluded the mayor. 


Elevator Charges | 
May Increase 


Advance Will Apply Only to Grain in 
Storage. 

The effect of the proposed increase 
in clevator charges for stored grain 
will be to enable the companies to 
give a better price to the farmers on 
wagon-load grain sold at the clevator, 
in the opinion of the Hon. George 
Langley, Saskatchewan Minister of 
Municipal Affairs, Following repre- 
sentations made by the clevator com- 
panies, Mr. Langley expresses the 
opinion that the Board of Grain 
Commissioners will permit a reason- 
able advance to apply, however, only 
to grain to stqrage. No increases in 
elevator charges ‘for handling and 
storing grain have been made since 
1912, though building and operation

Increased Production _ 
Must Depend Largely 
On Stabilizing Profits 


There are three chief things that 


the community expects from the 


farmer. 

First—The community wants the 
farmer to keep on producing; wants 
him to increase production of food- 
stuffs. 

Second—It wants the farmer to 
stay on the farm, It does not want 
all the farmers to move into the 
cities, but it wants to be sure that 
there are enough men left to carry 
on the work of production. 

Third—The community expects of 
the farmer that somehow or other the 
farmer will develop into a land own- 
er, and that Canada will be dotte 
literally by millions of small farm 
owners, living on their own farms 
and owning them and working them 
and producing. 

The community wants the first 
thing because it wants production, so 
that it can have something to eat. It 
wants the second thing—that is, the 
farmer to stay on the farm—to insure 
production. It wants the third thing 
—the creation of a large class of 
small land owners—as an insurance 
against a wild revolution in the 
country, because everybody knows 
that if you have a million small land 
owners in Canada you will have stable 
government. You will have govern- 
ment that respects the right of prop- 
erty: if property has rights to respect, 

In short, the community expects 
the farmer to do a whole lot that will 
mean something to the men in the 
cities, People expect the farmers to 
feed the cities, and they expect the 
farmers to keep down the revolution 
that might wipe out the banks and 


Getting Railway Labor 


Unusual Arrangements Being. Made 
For Supply of Men in 1921, 

The railway mileage of the govern- 
ment railways of Canada now reaches 
the large total of 22,375. The mile- 
age of the Canadian Pacific at the 
close of 1919 amounted to 14,006. The 
mileage-of the Soo line and the Du- 
luth South Shore amounted to 4,853 
in addition, 

The employees in the service of the 
government roads number about 90,- 
000, The-freight cars number 120- 
000, the passenger cars 3,200, and the 
locomotives about 3,000, 

It is said that the tonnage to be 
carried annually by all government 
roads will be in the neighborhood of 
60,000,000, and the passengers about 
20,000,000, 

During the war little was done in 
the matter of the extension of Can- 
adian railways and only essential bet- 
termént work was done, It is known 
that both the government officials and 
those of the C.P.R. are actively pre- 
paring for much work of this char- 
acter in 1921, One great problem is 
that of necessary labor and it is 
stated that extraordinary measures 
have been adopted to ensure the pres- 
ence of a satisfactory class of navvies. 
It is regarded as undesirable that 
Oriental labor should be brought to 
the Dominion under the identure 
system, and it is likely that the men 
needed for the work will be secured 
almost wholly in the United King- 
dom, Arrangements will be made 
so that a large majority of the men 
who come out in the spring will re- 
turn in the late autumn to their 
homes in Britain,

Weill, the farmer agrees with you. 
The farmer wants those things just 
the same as you do, but the farmer is 
wise enough to see that he can ac- 
éomplish those three things only if he 
makes profits. He will increase pro- 
duction where he makes money on 
production, and he will stay on the 
farm as long as the profits from his 
production are enough to enable him 
to live on the same standard as the 
man who lives in the city. 

You cannot expect the young men 
and the young women on the farm 
to stick to the standard of 1860, when 
they know the standards of the city 
dweller of 1920. So the farmer says: 
“If you. want me to stay on the farm 
and increase production, you. must 
not only help me make a profit on my 
production, but it must be such a 
profit as will enable me to have run- 
ning water in my house; electric pow- 
er in my house; as will enable me to 
keep my wife out of the field and let 
her do just simply the work in the 
‘house; as will enable me to send my 
-boys and girls through high school; 
as will enable me to get recreation; 
as will enable me to keep up life in- 
surance policies, and to live on the 
1920 standards instead of the 1860 
standards, 

Then the farmer says: “If you ex- 
pect me to Own my place, you must 
not only make it possible for me to 
make profits and to make substantial 
profits, but you must make it possible 
for me to make a stabilized profit, so 
that I do not make a profit in the year 
1917 and then lose and more besides 
in the years 1918 and 1919.” 


AlaskaLosing|ts Population 


Settlers Are Becoming Dissatisfied 
and Leaving the Country. - 
. Alaska is losing its population, Un- 
official figures say that as much as 
fifty per cent. of the population has 
emigrated from the country, A com- 
missioner is now en route to Wash- 
ington to discuss the matter with of- 
ficials there. The trouble is laid 
partially at least at the door of the 
administration. The Alaskans charge 
that there are so many bureaus and 
such bureaucratic methods ar 
ployed that it is impossible to get the- 
changes in rules, regulations and poli- _ 
cies with sufficient promptness to 
take care of the situation when it is 
essential that. it be taken care of, 
The result is, many people have be- 
come disgusted and left the country. 
It will be recalled that four months 
ago there were reports that Bolshe- 
vism had broken out in the country. 
The malady was not as bad as Bol- 
shevism, but it was discontent and a 
dissatisfaction which led to emigra- 
tion, 

The real reason for the trouble is 
that the gold mines in most localities 
are worked low, At least they are 
not as productive as they once were. 
The population drawn there by the 
gold mines turned to other employ- 
ment and found little co-operation on 
the part of the territorial government. 
The transportation facilities were far 
from what they should be, The set- 
tlers might be able to pay the high 
prices to transport as profitable an 
article as gold, but they were not able 
to pay the high rates for the trans- 
portation of less profitable products,

Manitoba’s-Grain Acreage 


Crop Expésted to Yield a Record 
Financial Return to Farmers. 

Manitoba’s total crop area for 1920 
slightly exceeds 6,000,000 acres, fall- 
ing short of last year’s figures by 
300,000 #€res, according to official es- 
timates given out by the provincial 
department of agriculture, Despite 
decreases, however, the crop. is ex- 
pected to yield a record financial re- 
turn to farmers. The total estimat- 
ed wheat acreage is 2,105,622 acres, as 
against 2,880,301 acres in 1919. Oats 
aeteage increase 26,687 with a total 
acreage of 1,873,954. Barley and rye 
show a decrease, while flax shows a 
notable increase, there being 89,000 
acres more than last year.
